Dr, Salvatore G, DiMichael received his B.S. "CumLaude" in 1935, the M.A. in 
1939, and the Ph.D, in.1943 in Psychology at Fordham University, During this period 
of time he held such posts as Graduate Assistant in Psychology at Fordham, 1935; 
Instructor in Education at St, Louis University, 1940; Teaching Fellow at Fordham, 
ts 1941-42; Supervisor of Teaching Methods and Supervisor of Aptitude Testing at St. 
, Louis University, 1942-43, and Assistant Professor and Director of Teacher Training 
until 1944, Dr, DiMichael then became a Personnel Research Technician in the office 
of the Administrator of the Federal Security Agency inWashington, D.C, in 1944, avisit- 
ing lecturer at Pennsylvania State College in 1946, and Lecturer and Consultant in the 
‘Department of Psychology and Psychiatry at Catholic University in 1946 until 1954, 
From 1944 to 1953 Dr, Dibichael was Consultant for Psychological Services in the 
Office of Vocational Rehabilitation, In 1954, he accepted the post of Executive 
Director of the National Association for Retarded Children, Inc, in New York, Since 
1956 Dr, Dillichael has served in his present capacity as Regional Representative 
of OVR in the Regional Office, New York, 


The professional organizations to which Dr, DiMichael belongs include the 
American Catholic Psychological Association, the National Council on the Psycho- 
logical Aspects of Disability, the American Psychological Association, the American 
Association on Mental Deficiency, the National Psychological Research Council for 
the Blind, the International Council for Exceptional Children, the American Person- 
nel and Guidance Association, the National Rehabilitation Association, the National 
Vocational Guidance Association, and the National Society for Crippled Children and 
Adults, He is a diplomate in counseling psychology and a fellow in the Divisions 
of Counseling and Clinical Psychology of the APA. 


Among the honors Dr, DiMichael has received are the Family Action Award in 1955 
by the National Catholic Welfare Conference and the Award of Merit, 1956, by the 
National Professional Fraternity for Educators of the Mentally Retarded, He also 
is listed in Who's Who in America, 


Mr, DiMichael has published extensively, Among his more recent publications 
are "The Education and Counseling of the Adult Deaf" in Annals of the Deaf and "New 
Developments in Vocational Rehabilitation of the Mentally Retarded," He was co- 
editor of "Perception in Present-Day Psychology," 


In addition to holding the office of President of our Division of Rehabili-

NEW DEVELOPMENTS IN REHABILITATION COUNSELING 


California: The State Vocational Rehabilitation Program has officially been raised 
from the status of Bureau to Section and will be known as the Vocational Rehabilita- 


tion Service, 


The Rehabilitation Counselors, of the Vocational Rehabilitation Service, who are 
engaged in a special project of providing service to disabled migrant farm laborers 
have prepared a 16mm. color film which will be, it is believed, the first film on 
the handicapped prepared entirely by rehabilitation counselors, ; 


The Los Angeles State College has submitted a request for a planning grant from OVR 
for the establishment of a Vocational Rehabilitation Training Program, Assisting in 
the planning are: CECILE HILLYER, OVR, JAMES ENOCHS, DONALD MORTENSON, RICHARD 
NAHRENDORF, ROBERT MORMAN, DALE DUNLAP, FRANCIS LORD, and OVR representative DON 
BLYTHE, 


THELMA MADDOX, Aid to Retarded Children Work-Training Center, San Francisco, has set 
up a six-weeks training course on Institutional Housekeeping taught by an instructor 
from the San Francisco Adult Education Division, 


Delaware: The Delaware Society for Crippled Children and Adults Homebound Employment 
Program was recently instituted to provide help for homebound, handicapped adults 
seeking work,

The Delaware Commission for the Blind has received a Federal grant under the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Program of Extension and Improvement Projects for the purpose 
of preparing a manual pertaining to the operation of Vending Stands, 


In-hospital counseling programs are now in operation at the Delaware State Hospital 
and Emily P, Bissell Hospital which provide special opportunities for coordination 
of physical restoration and rehabilitation services, 


The Opportunity Center, Inc., Wilmington, a sheltered workshop for the employment 
and training of severely physically and mentally handicapped has again outgrown its 
quarters, A new building is under construction to provide for enlargement of fa- 
cilities, 


Louisiana: The C-Bar Evaluation and Training Center for the Mentally Retarded has 
been established, 


Michigan: The Michigan Rehabilitation Training Academy was recently inaugurated by 
the Michigan DVR under a special grant from OVR, Five sessions a year, conducted at 
Kellog Center, Michigan State University, will cover training of all field counselors, 
field supervisors, and chief clerks in the field offices, Faculty will be drawn from 
the State DVR, state colleges, universities, and various agencies, 


Minnesota: Minnesota Services for the Blind has established a position to coordi- 
nate existing resources and the development of new ones for state wide eye health 
screening of persons of all ages, RICHARD GRABKO, who has been assigned as Preven- 
tion of Blindness Consultant, will also develop optical aids services in which the 
client's motivations, aptitudes, and interests will be studied to predict the use- 
fulness of these devices to him, 


Uklzhoma: The Oklahoma State University at Stillwater, has been awarded a planning 
grant from OVR as a forerunner to the establishment of a training program in reha- 
bilitation counseling, 


A clinic for the fitting of optical aids for the near blind was established in 
Oklahoma City through the cooperation of the Oklahoma School of Medicine, interested 
ophthalmologists in the area, and the State DVR, The program is financed through 
an OVR special project grant and matching funds from the Oklahoma DVR, 


The Tulsa Board of Education and the Oklahoma Rehabilitation Service are coopera- 
tively provided a full-time counselor to work with mentally retarded students, 


The Oklahoma War’ Veterans Commission entered into an agreement with the State Reha- 
bilitation Service to provide vocational counseling, training, and other services 
to disabled veterans, The Oklahoma Rehabilitation Service will assign a counselor 
to the Ardmore-Sulphur area, where the state maintains a Veterans! Hospital and a 


Veterans! Home, 


Pennsylvania: Internships in vocational rehabilitation are available at the Devereux 
Foundation, a residential treatment center in Pennsylvania, The Foundation is ap- 
proved by the Education and Training Board of the APA as an internship center for 
training in clinical and counseling psychology, Advanced students enrolled in re- 
habilitation counselor training programs can obtain supervised experience in working 
with young people with many types of disabilities with emphasis on the mentally 
retarded and emotionally disabled, Provisions can be made to supplement stipends 
from OVR or other sources, A full description of the program is being mailed to 

all OVR coordinators, Further information may be obtained from Dr, Henry Platt, 
Director, Psychological Training, the Devereux Foundation Institute for Research and 
training, Devon, Pennsylvania, 


Virginia: WADE 0. STALNAKER, School of Rehabilitation Counseling, Richmond Pro- 
fessional Institute, spoke on radio station WLEE, Richmond, on the "Role of the 
School of Rehabilitation Counseling during NEPH Week," The talk was sponsored by 
Richmond Goodwill Industries, KEITH C, WRIGHT also participated in a radio program
